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In  consequence  of  the  alteration  in  the  Militia  Act, 
reducing  the  Volunteer  Rifle  Companies  to  thirty  men 
each,  we,  Number  six  Company  of  Montreal,  unanimously 
agree  to  keep  our  Company  to  its  present  strength  of 
eighty  two  men,  according  to  the  following  Rules  and 
Regulations,  subject  to  the  Governor  General's  approval. 

RULE  1. 

OOVERNMBNT  OF  THB  COMPANY. 

Sec.  1.  The  Company  in  all  matters  relating  to  ita 
organization,  discipline  and  duty,  shall  be  governed 
according  to  the  Militia  Law  of  the  Province,  and  by 
Buch  orders  as  may  be  issued  by  the  commander-in- 
Oliief,  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  2.  The  private  business  and  internal  arrange- 
ments of  the  Company,  shall  be  conducted  according  to 
the  following  Rules  of  order  :--

3.  Reports  of  Committees. 

4.  Public  business  connected  with  the  prosperity  of 

S«o,  3.    When  any  motion  is  carried  by  a  majority  of

RULE  ir. 

TNIFORM,  AO. 

Sbo.  1.  The  Uniform  of  the  Company  shall  be  a 
single  breasted  Tunic  of  Rifle  green,  with  scarlet  facings, 
embroidered  with  black  braid ;  Black  Pantaloons  with 
broad  red  stripe,  and  black  braid  down  the  centre  ofstripe- 
a  Shako,  Forage  Cap,  of  Rifle  green  with  black  silk  band, 
and  a  silver  bugle  with  the  figure  six  in  front. 

Skc.  2.  Each  member  on  his  enrolemtut  shall  provide 
Inmself  with  the  Uniform  of  the  Company,  at  his  own 
expense. 

Sic.  3.  Each  member  on  leaving  the  Company  «iljall 
deliver  up  to  the  Captain  all  his  Arms,  Accoutrements, 
over  Coat,  aa  by  law  required. 

^  Sec.  4.  Any  member  wishing  to  withdraw  from  tiie 
Company,  must  give  two  months'  notice,  and  settle  all 
claims  against  him  by  the  Company,  then  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  formal  discharge  by  the  Captain. 

Sbo.  5.  Any  person  joining  the  Company  and  liaving 
no  Uniform,  shall  be  provided  with  one.  on  paying  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  on  account,  the  balance  to  be  paid  by 
regular  monthly  instalments  ot  at  least  one  dollar,  the 
members  who  proposed  and  seconded  his  admission  be 
coming  his  security  to  the  Company,  until  the  whole  be' 
paid. 

RULE  in. 
Sic.  1.    Any  periou  ea tiring  ih«  Company  must  be 


of  a  goo#  constitution,  active  habits,  of  good  moral 
character,  and  a  resident  of  the  city. 

Skc.  2.  The  standing  height,  after  the  passing  of 
these  rules,  shall  be  five  feet  six  inches.
